Majeſties loyal c obedient Subjects, in this pꝛeſent 
Parliament now aſſembled, do humbly pzay, that it 
be enacted; And be it enacted accoꝛdingly, by the au⸗ 
thouty of this pꝛeſent Parliament; That in caſe 
there be not a Parliament ſummoned by Wꝛit under

Pꝛovided, That incaſe theFreeholders of any Coun- 
ty and Inhabitants, oz other perſons having oz 
claiming power to make election of any Knights, 
Citizens, Barons, 92 Burgeſles, ſhall pꝛoceed to 
making of election of thets Knights, Citizens , 
Barons, and Burgeſſes, which Election ſhall after- 
wards fal out to be afterwards adjudged oꝛ declared 
vord in Law by the Houſe of Commons, by reaſor 
ofequality of voices, oꝛ miſdemeanour of any perſor: 

: what 
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whatſoever; then the laid County, City, Cinque- 
Pot, 92 Boꝛough, ſhall not incurr the penalties in 
this Law, fo as an Election de facto be made. 

And it is further enacted, that no Parliament 
hencekoꝛth to be aſſembled, ſhall be diffolved oz pꝛo⸗ 
rogued within fifty dayes at theleaſt, after the time 
appointed foꝛ the meeting thereof, unleſle it be by 
allent of His Majeſty, his Heirs, oz Succeſſours, 
and of both Houſes in Parliament aſſembled: And 
that neither the Houle of Peers, no2 the Houſe 
of Commons ſhall be adjourned within fifty dayes 
at leaſt , after the meeting thereof , unlelle it be 
by we free conſent of every the ſaid Houſes reſpe- 
ctively, 

And be it further enacted and declared by authozity 
of this pzeſent Parliament, that the Peers to be al⸗ 
ſembled at any Parliament, by vertue of this Act, 
ſhail and may from time to time, at any time during 
ſuch their aſſembly in Parliament, chooſe x declare 
ſuch perſon to be Speaker foz the ſaid Peers, as they 
ſhall think fit : And likewiſe that the ſaid Knights, 
Citizens, andBurgeſſes to be aſſembled at any Par⸗ 
liament, by vertue of this Act, ſhall and may from 
time to time, at any time during ſuch their aſſembly 
in Parliament, chooſe and declare one of theniſelves 
to be Speaker foꝛ the ſaid Knights, Citizens, and 
Burgeſles of the Houle of Commons aſſembled in 
the laid Parliament, as they ſhall think fit: which 
ſaid Speakers, and every of them, aſwell foꝛ the ſaid 
Peers, as foꝛ the laid Houle of Commons reſpecitve- 
Iv, hall by vertue of this Act be perfect and compleat 
Speakers fo: the ſaid Houtes reſpectively, and ſhall 
ha ve as full and large power, juriſdiction, and pꝛivi⸗ 
leges to all intents and puvppoles, as any Speaker, 
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92 Speakers ok either of the ſaid Houſes reſpective- 
ly, heretofoze Have had, oꝛ enjoyed, 

And it ts further enacted and declared, that all 
Parliaments hereafter to be aſſembled by authoꝛity 
of this Act, and every member thereof, ſhall have and 
enjoy all Rights, Pꝛivileges, Juriſdictions, x Im⸗ 
munities as any Parliament ſummoned bywoꝛit un- 
der the great Seal of kagland, oꝛ any Member there⸗ 
of might, oꝛ ought to have: And all and every the 
Members that ſhall be elected, and choſen to ſerve in 
any Parliament hereafter to be aſſembled by autho- 
rity of this Act, as àatoꝛeſaid, ſhall aſſeinble and meet 
in the Commons Houle of Parliament, and ſhall en⸗ 
ter into the ſame, and Have voices in ſuch Parlia⸗ 
ment, befo2e, and without the taking of the ſeveral 
Oathes of Supzemacy and Allegiance , oꝛ either of 
them; any Law oꝛ Statute to the contrary thereof 
in any Wiſe notwithſtanding, 

Pꝛovided alwayes, That if the Kings Majeſty, 
His Heirs 92 Succeſſours, ſhall at any time during 
any Parliament hereakter to be aſſembied by autho⸗ 
rity of this Act, as akozelaid, award oz direct any 
Commiſſion oz Commiſſions , unto any perſon, oz 
perſons whatſoever, thereby giving power and au⸗ 
thoꝛity to him oꝛ them, to take and receive the Dath 
of Supꝛemacp and Allegiance, ot all oz any the mem⸗ 
bers of the Commons houſe of Parliament, and any 
the members of that Houſe. being duly required 
thereunto, ſhall refuſe oz neglect to take and pꝛo⸗ 
nounce the ſame that from thencekoꝛth ſuch perſon ſo 
refuſing o2 neglecting, ſhall be deemed no Member of 
that Houſe,no: (hall ha ve any voice therein, and ſhall 
ſuffer ſuch pains and penalties, as if he had p:eſu- 
med to ſit in the ſame Houſe without election, return 
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oꝛ authoꝛity. And it is Ukewile pꝛovided andenacted, 
that this Statute ſhall be publikely read yearly at 
every general Seſſions of the peace, to be held next 
after the Epiphany, and every Aſſiſes then next enſu- 
ing, by the Clerk of the Peace, and Cierk of the Al⸗ 
files foz the time being reſpectively ; andif they oz ei⸗ 
ther of them.ſhall neglect, oꝛ fail to do the ſame accoꝛ⸗ 
dingly, then ſuch patty lo neglecting oz failing, ſhall 
forfeit the ſum of one hundꝛed pounds. And it is 
laſtly pꝛovided and enacted, that His Majeſties royal 
aſſent to this Bill ſhall not thereby determine this 
pꝛeſent Seſſion of Parliament, and that all Sta- 
tutes and Acts of Parliament, which are to have 
continuance unto the end of this pꝛeſent Seſſion , 
ſhall be of full foꝛce after His Majeſties aſſent, untill 
this pꝛeſent Seſſion be fully ended and determined: 
And if this pꝛeſent Seſſſon ſhall determin by diſfoly- 
tion of this pꝛeſent Parliament, then all the Acts 
and Statutes afozeſatd, ſhall be continued un- 
till the end of the firſt Seſſion of 
the next Parliament, 
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
